Mr.  Chairman,  Madam,  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1948. 

On  the  5th  July  extensive  and  far-reaching  changes  took  place  in 
the  Medical  practice  of  this  County,  as  a  result  of  the  operation  of 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1948.  The  Health  Authorities  were 
concerned  more  particularly  with  the  Local  Health  Services  under 
Part  3  of  the  Act.  .By  virtue  of  Section  26,  the  Diphtheria 
Immunisation  now  rests  with  the  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health 
Authority,  and  the  County  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  Morgan,  has  very  kindly 
given  the  figures  for  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  so  that  within  the 
body  of  the  report  we  have  the  complete . figures  for  1948.  Only  one 
notification  of  Diphtheria  was  received  during  the  year,  and  after 
admission  to  Hospital  the  notification  was  withdrawn. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  state  that  "the  provisional  total  of 
deaths  from  Diphtheria  in  England  and  Wales  in  1948  was  150,  compared  ; 
with  an  average  of  2,800  deaths  annually  in  the  10-year  period  1931-4Q 
For  the  seventh  consecutive  year,  therefore,  since  the  immunisation 
campaign  was  launched,  the  number  of  deaths  was  the  lowest  ever 
recorded.  The  number  of  cases  in  1948  was  also  the  lowest  ever 
recorded,  being  about  47*000  below  the  average  of  55pOOO  obtaining  in 
the  10-year  period  1931-40.  Apart  from  the  avoidance  of  unnecessary 
suffering,  this  has  resulted  in  substantial  savings  in  hospital  costs, 
and  has  freed  medical  and  nursing  personnel  for  other  work." 

As  a. result  of  the  care  exercised  by  food  handlers,  householders, 
and  the  inspection  and  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  no 
major  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  the  District,  but  it  can 
only  be  by  constant  care  and  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness  that 
immunity  from  these  outbreaks  will  be  assured.  Although  the 

district  had  a  good  record  for  the  year,  there  is  not  the  slightest 
grounds  for  complacency,  for  much  has  yet  to  be  done  to  improve  the 
standards,  by  all  who  handle  food,  including  the  householder. 

During  the  year  the  Council  suffered  a  grievous  loss  by  the 
death  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Jonas  Crabtree,  on  the  l4ih 
July,  1948,  and  the  people  of  the  District  lost  an  able  and  competent 
Inspector,  and  many  of  them  a  good  friend.  I  was  privileged  to 

know  Mr.  Crabtree  for  but  a  comparatively  short  time,  but  that 
sufficed  for  me  to  realise  his  worth,  and  the  Department  will  honour 
and  respect  his  memory  by  striving  towards  his  standard  of  service 
to  the  Council  and  the  people  of  the  Rural  District. 

There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  the  ordinary  infectious 
diseases  in  the  Rural  District.  Measles  notifications  were  increase 
by  over  100,  but  the  disease  was  of  a  mild  type;  and  caused  no  undue 
apprehension  in  the  Sanitary  Department.  Once  again,  it  is  gratify^ 
ing  to  record  a  decrease,  though  slight,  of  the  Tuberculosis  cases, 
and  I  would  again  emphasise  the  importance  of  keeping  children  entire¬ 
ly  away  from  sufferers  from  open  Tuberculosis.  This  may,  of  coursf 

involve  some  hardship  to  the  parents  and  children,  but  the  risk  is  a 
very  real  one  indeed,  and  the  temporary  hardship  is  but  a  small  price 
to  pay  for  the  saving  of  a  child’s  life  and  health.  In  the  countrj 

as  a  whole  thousands  of  cases  of  open  Tuberculosis  are  permitted  to 
stay  at  home  and  infect  children  quite  unnecessarily. 

Mr,  G.  V.  Peace  retired  on  account  of  ill-health  on  the  30th 
April,  1948,  after  a  long  period  of  sicknoss..  His  area  was  the 
Northern  part  of  the  Rural  District,  and  I  feel  sure  he  will  be 
pleased  to  learn  that  a  piped  supply  will  soon.be  in  the  area,  for 
he  frequently  made  representations  to  me  about  the  inadequacy  of  the 
water,  supply.

Within  the  report  is  a  detailed,  account  of  the  work  of  the 
Sanitary  Department  hy  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  also  a 
very  valuable  and  comprehensive  report  by  the  Engineer  &  Surveyor. 

I  am  deeply  grateful  to  both  of  them  for  their  reports,  for  without 
these  my  report  of  the  Health  work  of  the  Council  would  be  very 
inadequate  indeed. 

I  am  giving  in  tabular  form  some  indication  of  the  County 
Council’s  Clinic  services  available  for  the  people  of  the  Rural 
Dis tri ct . 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  take  this  opportunity  again  of  thanking 
the  Chairmen  and  members  of  the  Committees,  General  Practitioners, 
Health  Visitors,  heads  of  Departments  and  staffs,  and  especially 
the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department.

(1 )  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  majority  of  the  Council’s  Sewage  Disposal  Works  continue  to 
be  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  which  is  verified  by  the  analyses  of 
the  final  effluents. 

.  •  1 

Where  the  Council’s  housing  programme  requires  small  groups  of 
houses  :tobe  'erected  in  parishes  not  having  a  sewage  disposal  scheme, 
a  small  sewage  disposal  works  will  be  constructed  to  treat  the 
sewage  therefrom,  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Housing 
Manual . 

*■ 

Plans  are  nearing  completion  for  the  provision  of  Sewerage  and 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  in  the  undermentioned  parishes,  and  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Health 
immediately  on  completion. 

Hilton. 

The  sewage  from  part  of  the  village  discharges  direct  into  the 
Hilton  Brook  and  is  causing  concern  to  the  council.  The  sewage 
from  the  remaining  portion  of  the  village  flows  to  and  is  treated  in 
the  War  Department  Sewage  Disposal  Works  situated  within  the  grounds 
of  the  War  Department.  Camp.  The  new  scheme  provides  for  the 
re-sewering  of  the  whole  village  and  directing  it  to  the  above  Works, 
which  it  is  proposed  to  enlarge. 

Netherseal  and  Overseal , 

The  present  sewage  system. for  the  village  of  Netherseal  is  in 
two  parts,  each  part  delivering  the  sewage  into  an  individual  Sewage 
Tank,  from  which  it  flows  to  the  nearest  ditch. 

Complaints  are  frequently  being  received  of  nuisance,  and  the 
Council  propose  to  lay  down  a  completely  new  sewerage  system  and 
sewage  disposal  works. 

The  present  sewage  disposal  works  at  Overseal  is  overloaded, 
and  in  addition  will  be  affected  by  mining  subsidence  within  the 
next  five  years. 

This  works  will  consequently  become  redundant,  and  it  is  the 
Council’s  intention  to  combine  the  sewage  from  Overseal  with  that  of 
Netherseal  at  the  proposed  new  works. 

Owing  to  mining  subsidence  it  is  very  unlikely  that  further 
Council  houses  will  be  erected  in  Overseal,  and  the  Council  propose 
to  construct  a  large  Housing  Estate  at  Netherseal  to  supply  the  needs 
of  both  these  parishes. 

The  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  is  accordingly  being  designed 
sufficiently  large  to  cope  with  the  whole  sewage, 

Ticknall . 

Sewage  from  a  portion  of  the  village  discharges  into  Tanks  and 
thence  into  a  brookcourse . 

The  new  scheme  provides  for  the  re-sewering  of  the  village,  and 
the  construction  of  a  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Newton  Solney, 

The  sewage  from  this  village  discharges  into  a  septic  tank 
adjacent  the  River  Trent,  the  overflow  from  which  discharges  therein. 

The  new  scheme  provides  for  the  re-sewering  of  the  village  and 
the  construction  of  a  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  (c ontd ) . 

Walton-on-Trent . 

The  sewage  from  part  of  the  village  discharges  direct  to  the 
River  Trent. 

The  new  scheme  provides  for  the  re-sewering  of  the  village  and 
the  construction  of  a  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Coton-in-the-Elms  and  Rosliston. 

With  the  exception  of  a  small  temporary  sewage  disposal  plant 
constructed  to  treat  the  sewage  from  six  Council  houses  erected  in 
1946,  the  sewage  from  the  village  of  Coton-in-the-Elms  discharges 
into  an  open  brookcourse  which  passes  through  the  centre  of  the 
Village  Green  and  is  causing  a  considerable  nuisance. 

The  sewage  scheme  provides  for  the  sewering  of  the  village 
and  directing  the  sewage  to  a  pumping  Station;  from  whence  it  will 
be  pumped  to  Rosliston,  where  it  will  combine  with  the  proposed 
Rosliston  sewers  and  be  treated  in  a  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 


(2)  SEWAGE  WORKS . 

,  Linton  South  Sewage  Irrigation  Area . - 
Mi ning  Subsidence. 

The  above  Irrigation  Area  has  been  affected  to  such  an  extent 
due  to  mining  subsidence  as  to  create  a  pond  in  the  North-west 
corner. 

The  amount  of  settlement  between  the  date  it  was  laid  down, 
namely,  1907  and  March,  1948?  being  as  follows :-

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  National  Coal  Board  and 
the  Derbyshire  County  Agricultural  Committee  that  a  9"  pipe  be  laid 
from  the  North-west  corner  to  the  Brook,  in  order  to  drain  the  pond, 
the  National  Coal  Board  agreeing  to  contribute  50  P©r  cent,  of  the 
cost,  without  prejudice. 

(3)  ABATEMENT  OF  FLOOD  III  G. 

Parishes  of  Poston  &  S crop ton  and  Hatton. 

Owing  to  the  dry  season  the  Council  have  not  suffered  the 
inconvenience  of  floods  in  the  two  parishes  of  Poston  &  Scropton 
and  Hatton,  as  occurred  in  1948  and  1947. 

In  the  1947  Annual  Report  it  was  stated  the  Council,  together 
with  other  Authorities  concerned,  were  negotiating  with  the  Air 
Ministry,  with  a  view  to  the  construction  of  large  water-ways 
through  the  Pauld  Light  Railway  embankment,  in  order  to  allow  the 
flood  water  to  pass  through  and  not  impound  on  the  upstream  side 
of  the  embankment . 

The  Council  are  vigorously  proceeding  with  this  matter,  but  up 
to  the  time  of  this  report  nothing  definite  has  been  received  from 
the  Air  Ministry. 

(4)  WATER  SUPPLY. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Parish  of  V/oodville,  where  the  yield 
•  from  the  Well  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  demand,  and  thereby  necess¬ 
itating  the  Council  to  purchase  in  bulk  from  the  Swadlincote  and 
Ashby  Joint  Water  Board,  the  remaining  piped  water  supplies  have 
been  satisfactory  and  meet  the  demand. 

The  whole  of  the  piped  supplies  are  chlorinated,  and  no  adverse 
reports  have  be^n  received  as  to  their  quality,  as  indicated  on  the 
attached  analysis. 
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WATER  SUPPLY  (contd). 

The  waters  vary  in  hardness  from  18  to  40.  No  plumbo-solvent 
action  is  experienced. 

Proposals  for  the  adequate  supply  of  water  for  the  Parish),  of 
Woodville  have  been  submitted  by  the  Council  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

Parish  of  Over seal. 

The  supply  to  the  village  is  adequate,  the  water  being  purchased 
in  bulk  from  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company  off  their 
trunk  main  passing  through  the  village. 

The  Council’s  6  inch  main  in  Moira  Road  was  fractured,  due  to 
mining  subsidence  on  the  3rd  October,  1948?  and  was  immediately 
repaired . 

Parish  of  Harts  home.  ■ 

The  Council  obtains  an  adequate  supply  of  water  from  a  spring 
situated  in  ’’Several  Woods”,  from  whence  it  flows  to  a  20,000  gallons 
Reservoir,  and  is  satisfactory. 

Pari sh  of  Tic knall . 

The  Council  obtains  an  adequate  supply  of  water  from  a  well, 
from  whence  it  is  pumped  to  a  Reservoir  of  20,000  gallons  capacity, 
and  is  satisfactory.  It  is  proposed  to  lower  the  well  in  order 
to  increase  the  yield,  and  construct  a  pumping  station  adjacent  the 
well. 

Smisby  Water  Scheme, 

A  piped  water  supply  for  this  village  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

The  mains  will  be  3  inch  in  diameter,  and  the  water  obtained  from 
the  Council’s  Smisby  -Well. 

Pari ah  of  Hatton . 

This  supply  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Tutbury  Rural  District 
Council . 

Owing  to  the  increasing  demand  on  the  Tutbury  Rural  District 
Council,  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  houses,  it  is  not 
expected  that  the  present  supply  can  continue. 

The  Council  therefore  propose  to  supply  this  parish  from  the 
proposed  Dalbury  Lees  and  District  Water  Scheme. 

Dalbury  Lees  &  District  Water  Scheme. 

Owing  to  the  great  shortage  of  water  in  the  twelve  northern 
parishes  of  the  Rural  District,  the  Council  submitted  a  scheme  for 
a  piped  water  supply  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

On  the  1st  December,  1948?  one  of  the  Ministry’s  officers  held 
a  Public  Inquiry  into  the  Scheme,  and  immediately  the  approval  has 
been  received  tenders  will  be  invited  to  carry  out  the  work. 

The  water  will  be  obtained  from  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board 
and  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Derby  Corporation  at  the  junction 
with  their  main  at  Mickleover. 

The  mains  will  be  from  3”  to  9"  in  diameter,  and  of  sufficient 
size  to  meet  the  Fire  Services  requirements,  the  length  of  mains 
being  46  miles.  The  twelve  parishes  proposed  to  be  supplied 
being:- 

Radbourne,  Dalbury  Lees,  Trusley,  Ash,  Osleston  &  Thurvaston, 
Sutton-on-the-Hill,  Barton  Blount,  Church  Broughton, 

Poston  &  Scropton,  Hoon,  Marston-on-Dove ,  and  Hatton.

Plans  for  52  dwellings  were  approved  as  Private  Development 
during  the  year  ending  31st  December,  19^48. 

Twenty-six  dwellings  were  completed  and  56  were  in  course  of 
erection,  these  including  properties  approved  during  the  previous 
year  but  not  completed.

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  this  Report  of  the  Sanitary 
circumstances  in  the  combined  Northern  and  Southern  Districts 
of  the  area  for  the  ye'ar  ending  the  31st  December ,  1948. 

For  the  first  two  months  of  the  year  your  late  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Mr.  J.  Crabtree,  was  in  charge  of  the  Department,  after 
which  I  was  aslced  to  assume  control  owing  to  Mr.  Crabtree’s 
protracted  illness,  which  terminated  in  his  decease  on  the  14th 
July,  1948. 

At  the  same  time  your  Inspector  for  the  Northern  Area, 

Mr.  G.  V.  Peace,  was  also  indisposed  and  was  unable  to  attend  to 
his  duties  during  uhe  first  four  months  of  the  year,  after  which 
he  retired  on  the  30th  April,  1948. 

Prom  the  beginning  of  March  until  the  1st  August  the  work  of 
the  Department  had  to  be  carried  out  solely  by  myself.  Very  able 

and  efficient  clerical  assistance  was  rendered  by  Mias  L.  Oakden, 
to  whom  I  am  deeply  indebted.  The  position  was  eased  somewhat 
on  the  appointment  of  an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  G*  B. 
Stokes,  who  commenced  duties  on  the  1st  August,  1948. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  remarks  that  the  year  has 
been  a  very  difficult  one,  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  tabulated 
figures . 


I  wish  to  be  associated  with  the  remarks  made  in  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health’s  Report  regarding  the  late  Mr.  J.  Crabtree, -and 
Mr.  G.  V.  Peace,  and  it  is  the  endeavour  of  the  Department  to 
maintain  and  uphold  the  standard  of  service.

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER,  1936. 

There  are  33  farms  in  the  Repton  Rural  District  registered  with 
the  Derbyshire  County  Council  as  producers  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk, 
and  142  farms  registered  with  that  Authority  for  producing  Accredited 
milk,  also  a  dairy  registered  with  the  Repton  Rural  District  Council 
for  pasteurising  milk. 

During  the  year  10  supplementary  licences  were  granted  to 
retailers*  of  designated  milks  from  premises  outside  the  Repton  Rural 
District  to  retail  within  the  district. 

Twenty-two  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  taken  from  Park  Farm 
Dairies,  Ticknall,  and  twenty-one  samples  of  heat-treated  milk  from 
Wilts  United  Dairies,  Egginton.  • 

Four  of  the  samples  from  Park  Farm  Dairies  proved  unsatisfactory, 
and  investigations  were  carried  out  at  the  Dairy,  and  appropriate 
action  -taken. 

Burton-on-Trent  Corporation  farm  at  Etwall,  and  Derby  Corporation 
farm  at  Mickleover,  are  licensed  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the 
production  of  Accredited  and  Tuberculin  Tested  milks,  and  the  Inspecto] 
takes  samples  there  on  the  Council’s  instructions  for  the  Ministry. 
Twenty-three  such  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  all  with  satis¬ 
factory  results .

A  consignment  of  24  lbs,  of  butter  was  found  to  be  in  an 
unsaleable  condition  and  was  returned  by  the  Vendor  to  the  Ministry 
of  Pood  agents  through  the  usual  trade  channels,  in  accordance  with 
the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2886  Pood  &  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

In  addition  20  -  56  lb,  bags  of  spaghetti  were  inspected  and 
referred  to  the  Ministry  of  Pood  Salvage  Division  for  disposal, 

A  bag  of  Hovis  flour  was  reported  to  have  been  contaminated  by 
rats,  and  the  residue,  2  qrs,  2  lbs.  in  weight,  was  also  dealt  with 
by  the  Salvage  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Pood. 

Ice  Cream.,- 

There  were  no  new  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  of 
Ice  Cream  during  the  year.  Nine  shops  were  registered  for  the 
retailing  of  Ice  Cream, 

Thirteen  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination,  and  nine  samples  were  placed  in  Grades  3  &  4s  and  are 
classed  as  unsatisfactory  under  the  Provisional  Methylene  Blue  Test. 

Where  samples  have  proved  unsatisfactory,  the  matter  has  been 
immediately  followed  up  and  advice  given,  and  with  regard  to 
unsatisfactory  samples  obtained  on  ice  cream  manufactured  outside 
the  area,  the  appropriate  Authority  has  been  notified, 

Towards  the  latter  end  of  the  year  inspections'  were  made  of 
several  mobile  ice  cream  vans  operating  in  the  district,  and  it  was 
noted  that  generally  there  was  lack  of  provision  for  washing  hands 
and  sterilizing  utensils, 

Consideration  was  given  to  the  question  of  the  provision  of  a 
standard  specification  for  these  vehicles  to  be  brought  into 
operation  before  the  onset  of  the  1949  season. 


Slaughter-houses , 

During  the  year  the  number  of  slaughter-house  licences  granted 
was  18,  and  tho  number  of  licences  granted  to  slaughter-men  was  47. 

Apart  from  the  issue  of  licences  to  self  suppliers  of  pigs, 
no  slaughtering  of  animals  for  sale  for  human  food  is  carried  out 
in  any  private  slaughter-houses  in  the  Rural  District,  This 

latter  slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  public  abattoirs  in  Burton- 
on-Trent  and  Derby,  and  despatched  to  two  distributing  centres,  one 
in  the  Northern  part  of  the  district  and  one  in  the  southern.

The  Council  have  the  services  of  a  full-time  Rodent  Operator 
and  routine  inspections'  were  made  on  all  refuse  tips  and  sewage 
works  in  the  district.  Also  all  sewers  were  treated  according 
to  the  methods  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Pood;  only  minor 
infestations  were  found,  and  these  places  were  given  a  second 
treatment . 

A  large  number  of  private  properties  were  inspected,  and 
advice  given  on  the  best  methods  to  deal  with  those  very  minor 
infestations.  In  some  cases  the  treatment  was  carried  out  by 
the  Rodent  Operator.
